Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed on 0412312004 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 041 231 2004. 
The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. 
Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being considered by the 
examiner. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to 
show "a first electrode of a resistive welder " and second electrode of resistive 
welder" as described in the specification. 

Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the 
disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). 
Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. 

4. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not 
be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate 
figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the 
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brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. 

5. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page 
header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. 

6. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. 

The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 14-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 and 24 the limitation " a first electrode of a resistive welder" and " a 
second electrode of resistive welder. 

Note: Examiner assumes, a resistive welder is an electric welding machine, 
which welds conductive (metal) parts together (see attached literature). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

10. Claims 14,21 -24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ohshita US patent 6,031,307 In view of Izume US patent 
4,419,559. 

Ohshita'307 discloses a stator winding structure having a terminal (6, column 
2,line 43, Fig.2, 3) for a 'revolver (column 2,line 5) comprising: a terminal block 
having (5 ,Fig. 2,3) a top side and a bottom side (see Fig.2,3), wherein the 
terminal block has a lengthwise open through groove between the top side and 
the bottom side (see the grooves where the terminals 6 on the terminal block 
5,are planted ,Fig,2,3) , at least one flat terminal ( 6, column 2,line 43,Fig.2,3) 
disposed widthwise on the bottom side of the terminal block and traversing the 
through groove, wherein each flat terminal of the at least one flat terminal has a 
top side adjacent the through groove and a bottom side inherently comprising a 
weld part for retaining stator coil wire of the resolve (see where the wire connected 
to the terminal). 

Ohshita'307 teaches all limitations of claim 14,21 and 24 except for the stator coil 
wire is welded to the flat terminal by contacting a first electrode of a resistive 
welder to the top side of the flat terminal via the through groove and contacting a 
second electrode of the resistive welder to the weld part. 
Izume'559 discloses a resistive welder having a first electrode of a resistive 
welder and second electrode of the resistive welder for the purpose of welding 
the conductive parts. 
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Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill I the art at the time the invention 
was made to provide to Ohshita'307 terminal block a resistive welder having a first electrode of a 
resistive welder and second electrode of the resistive welder for the purpose of welding the 
conductive parts. 

Regarding claims 22 and 23 Ohshita'307 discloses a stator winding structure 
having a terminal comprising: Means (6) for securing the stator coil wire to the 
terminal block (5),means (10)for attaching the terminal to the revolver. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 1 5-20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
